For the benefit of the shoe manufactur- 
ers, it is to be hoped that the spring re- 
tail season now opening, will he favored 
by such weather conditions as will stimu- 
late retail tradej and therby help dealers 
to make tip their minds is to their needs 
for the following fall and winter season. 
The manufacturing season is narrowing 
and the plants are feeling the effect of the 
dealers’ delay.

National Association of Audubon ^ 
Societies. 

New York, April 1st — The arrival of 
many Summer birds tiie South the pa-t 
week lias been the dominant evidence of j 
Spring about New York. 

The notable increase in the numbers of 
some species is attributed by the officers 
of the Audubon Society to the recent 
enactment and enforcement of more strin- 
gent game laws, both North and South. 

“The main (light of the Wild Ducks 
from the Southern marshes is now appar- 
ent”, said Mr. T. Gilbert I’earson, Secre- 
tary of the National Association of 
Audubon Societies, today at the head- 
quarters, 1974 Broadway. “Their repor- 
ted increase in numbers this Spring is an 
unanswerable justification of the stopping 
tiie sale of game by a law in New York 
and other Northern States.” 

Being unable to find market for their 
birds, many pot-hunters in the South have 
this past Winter abandoned their hitherto 
lucrative occupation, and shipments from 
the South have greatly decreased every- 
where except from Arkansas. 

Lovers of Robin Red Breast are rejoi- 
cing over the passage of the recent law ' 
in Virginia which now renders it illegal - 
to kill Robins. Virginia has heretofore 
been one of the seven states in the Union j 
which still legalize the killing of these ' 
birds. Bird protectionists, headed by the

Pointers For The Motorist.

Skidding i' so frequent a cause of auto, 
mobile accidents, both 'iiglii and serious, 
that every motorist hum decide on some 
ft »tm of protection against it. It is how- 
ever difficult to select from the many de- 
vices ottered tin* one which w ill lie most 
effective ami economical. 

Anti-Skid devices may he divided into 
two main cla-ses, the detachable and the 
non-dctachable. Stool chains, leather 
straps and removable steel-studded leather 
treads are perhaps the best known of the 
first class. All these are widely used, but 
tire manufacturers are agreed that all de- 
tachable anti-skid devices are expensive 
in the end because of the wear aud tear 
which they put on tires and machinery. 

If chains' lie fastened tightly to the 
wheels so that they have uo freedom to 
slip back and forth, it will lie quickly 
noticed that tlie cross pieces are biting 
away the tread beneath them and when 
removed will show the tire marked with 
deeply gouged cross lines. Experience 
has proved that the lust way to use chains 
is to attach them as loosely as possible. 

Attachments such as removable studded 
leather treads, while not likely to cut or 
gouge the rubner are generally socutuber- 
'otne tiiat they destroy resiliency. In 
other words the tire, instead of aborbing 
obstructions, rebounds from them and 
thus transmits the shock to the chassis, 
defeating the very purpose for which

An Act relative to the construction of a 
new* bridge over the Weymouth hack 
river between the towns of Weymouth 
and Iiingliani. 

lie it enacted, ftc., as follow*: 

Section 1. Sectiou one of chapter 
seven hundred and thirty-nine of the acts 
of tlie year nineteen hundred ami eleven 
is hereby amended by striking out tlie 
words “one year,” in the sixth line, and 
inserting in place thereof ihe words: — 
eighteen months,— by striking out the 
word “eighty,” in the fourteenth line, and 
inserting in place thereof the words: — 
one hundred and five, — aud by striking 
out tlie last sentence thereof, so as to 
read as follows:— Section 1. The three 
members of the board of harbor and land 
commissioners, the chairman of the county 
commissioners of Norfolk county aud the 
chairman of the county commissioners of 
Plymouth county are hereby appointed as 
a board of bridge commissioners and are 
authorized and directed, within eighteen 
months after the passage of this act, sub- 
ject to the provisions of Chapter ninety- 
six of the Revised Laws, of all amend- 
ments thereof, and of all other general 
laws which may be applicable, to remove 
the existing bridge or bridges and to con- 
struct a new* bridge with suitable ap- 
proaches substantially replacing the pres- 
ent bridge over the Weymouth Back river, 
so-called, connecting the town of Wey- 
mouth with the town of Hingham, at an 
expense not exceeding one hundred ! and 
five thousand dollars. The said bridge 
shall be constructed with a draw* having 
an opening of not less than fifty feet in 
width, and shall be of such width, grade, 
material and construction as said board 
of bridge commissioners shall deem 
reasonably necessary and proper. 

Section 2. Section tw o of said chapter 
seven hundred and thirty-nine i; hereby 
amended by striking out the words “forty- 
thousand,” in the fourteenth and fifteenth 
lines, and iDsertiog in place thereof the 
words fifty-two thousand five hundred. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect 
upon its passage. [ Approved March 9,

Or if he is able to spare it to his l>auk 
account, he put- it where it will benefit 
more people hi a bigger way, for it will 
he loaned out to men w ho liar e great busi- 
ness afoot. It may be used in developing 
the wealth of mines or the power of 
streams 

You have au Idea that a great rival of 
ii,iiiii v would enable you to tiavel; you 
would like to go abroad and study tlie 
pictures In ancient galleries of art. Do 
you make the most of your chances to 
visit the Art Museum iu your orvu metro- 
polis where admission is free on Saturdays 
and Sundays? 

You think that money would enable you 
to buy land, and so it would. But are 
you making tlie most of tlie little plot of 
ground that you already own or rent? 

It is a good fortune to be able to enjoy 
other people’s possessions without covet- 
ing them.

Scarlet ls the 
baby’s color, but after the first year 
the boy baby’s clothing Is of blue or 
brown and black striped materials, 
while the kimono of the little girl ls 
much brighter, with large patterns of 
birds and flowers and leaves, with a 
profusion of crimson and pink, which 
diminishes with age.— Chicago Record- 
Herald.

Sec. 12S. The owner nr keeper of a dog which 
is three months old or over, shall annually, on or 
beftre the thirty-first day of March, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed for 
one year from the first day of April following, in 
the (tfice of the clerk of the city or town in which 
said dog is kept. The owner or keeper of a licensed 
dog shall cause it to wear around its neck a collar 
distinctly marked with its owner’s name and its 
registered number. 

Sec. 1 29. The owner or keeper of a dog may at 
any time have it licensed until the first day of April 
following ; and a person whoheenmes the owner or 
keeper of a dog after the first day of April, which 
is not duly licensed, and the owner or keeper of a 
dog not duly licensed which becomes three months 
old after the thirty-first day of March in any year 
shall, when it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered,described, licensed and collared 
as provided in the preceding section. 

Sec. 130. The fee for every license shall be two 
dollars for a male dog and five dollars for a female 
dog, unless a certificate of a registered veterinarian 
who performed the operation lias been filed with the 
city or town clerk that said female dog had been 
sprayed and has thereby been deprived of the power 
<«t propagation, in which case the fee shall be two 
dollars. 

Sec. 131. The owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
breeding purposes, may annually receive a license 
authorizing him to keep such dogs upon the premises 
described in the license. If the number ot dogs so 
kept does not exceed live, the fee for such license 
shall be twenty-five dollars, and if the number cf 
dogs exceeds five, the fee shall be fifty dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for the dogs of such owner 
or keeper which air der the age of six months. 

Sec. 137. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the 
provisions of this chapter shall, except as provided 
in Section one hundred and thirty-nine, forfeit not 
more than fifteen dollars, which shall be paid to the 
treasurer of the county in which the dog is kept, 
but in the county of Suffolk, said sum shall be paid 
to the treasurer of the city or town in which said 
deg is kept. 

£jfcf*No person shall keep or have in his care 
or possession any bloodhound, excepting an English 
bloodhound of pure blood whose pedigree is re- 
corded or would be entitled to record in the English 
bloodhound herd book, or any dog classed by dog 
fanciers cr breeders as Cuban bloodhonnd or 
Siberian bloodjtound, whether such dog is in whole 
or in part cf such species, unless such dog is kept 
solely for exhibition. In such case he shall at all 
times be kept securely enclosed or chained, and 
shall not be allowed at large even though in charge 
of a keeper, unless properly and securely muzzled. 
— Chap. 103, Sec. i, Acts of 1904. 

Sec. 139. Whoever keeps a do; described in 
the preceding section in violation of the provisions 
thereof shall forfeit fifty dollars. Ten dollars of 
which shall be pxid to the complainant and forty 
d liars to the treasurer of the county in which said 
dog is kep*, but in the county of Suffolk, the forty 
dollars shall be paid to the treasurer of the city or 
town in winch said dog is kept.

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The School Committee met at the usual 
time and place on Tuesday evening with 
live members present. Beside the trans- 
action of the routine business the hoard 
voted to grant the request of the Wey- 
mouth Savings Bank that the approval .»f 
the committee be given for the continu- 
ance of the Penny Savings in the schools 
of our town. This work was starte I by 
the Mondiv club ab »nt four ye»r< ago 
and ha« been successfully carried ■ by 
that organization up to the present time. 
Under new State rules the officials of the 
bank will deal directly with the schools 
and will adopt a plan of work recom- 
mended by the Bank Commissioners. An- 
other important matter of business trans- 
acted at this meeting was the re-election 
of Parker T. Pearson as superintendent 
of schools. 

It was voted to close the grade schools 
at noon on Thursday, June twentieth, in 
order that the teachers aud pupils may at- 
tend, so far as possible, the graduation of 
the senior class of the high school which 
will take place in the afternoon of that 
day. 

During the present month a list of sup- 
plies needed in the schools for the coming 
school year will he submitted to the vari- 
ous business houses and bids from these 
houses will be presented at the May meet- 
ing of the committee. By the carefi 1 
planning and supervision on the part of 
the superintendent anti school principals 
the expense for supplies has been cut one 
half, a fact which should he of interest to 
our voters and citizens.

A “fireside campaign'' h is been under- 
taken by the committee of la'.lroad mana- 
gers, who are in controversy with the b*- 
comotive engineers on the subject of 
wages. Pamphlets containing the de- 
mauds of the men ami the answer of the 
railroads are being sent broadcast through- 
out the territory affected. 

The railroads* pamphlet is addressed to 
all railroad employees, railroad sharehold- 
ers, bondholders and the public. “Please 
take this home, read carefully, ami let 
your families read it,” is the request 
made hy t lie roads. "What the Men Ask, 
What tlie Railroad- Reply, What the Piit>- 
lic Thinks,” is the homely title of this 
unique booklet, which indicates the length 
to which the railroads are going to see 
that the public and all railroad employes 
are fully informed of this wage contro- 
versy, which the roads say threatens bank- 
ruptcy for a number of the lines. 

While the engineers are circulating a 
strike ballot among the employes of the 
different lines, the managements of the 
railroads are putting in the hands of the 
employes in train service this pamphlet, 
which, in addition to the demands of the 
men and the roads’ reply, contains edito- 
rials reprinted from a number of the 
country’s leading newspapers. It is be- 
ing sent to tlie bondholders, shareholders, 
members of Boards of Trade, Chambers 
of Commerce, and oilier commercial bod- 
ies in the territory in which the railroads 
affected by the engineers’ demands oper- 
ate. 

Never before in a concerted wage 
movement lias tlie side of capital come 
before the bar of public opinion to plead 
its case along the unusual lines adopted 
by the railroads. It was learned yester- 
day that 100,000 copies of the “fireside" 
booklet had already been mailed and it is 
expected that more than a million copies 
w ill lie circulated before tlie week is over.

Washington, 1). C. April 8. — What does 
it cost to run a political campaign? 

No one save tlie managers themselves, 
probably not even tlie candidates, can 
answer that question. But the amount 
of money required is very large. Every 
year it grows larger. 

Reference is made, naturally, to a presi- 
dential campaign. Just now the prelim- 
inary skirmish for tlie nomination by both 
parties is on, ami the money is flying 
merrily. And there is plenty of it too. 
Most of the campaign funds were financed 
in Wall street Tlie Harmon people, the 
Roosevelt boomers, the Wilson enthusi- 
asts, the Taft stand patters, the Under- 
wood shooters, — all of them are credited 
with canvassing Big Business for finan- 
cial help. Some of them may deny it, 
but tbe evidence has been fairly conclusive 
Some of the trust magnates are openly 
rooting for one of the leading candidates. 
The LaFollette people got considerable 
money from a little coterie of ricli men 
who hope to become public benefactors, 
incidentally securing a controlling influ- 
ence on governmental policies. There 
I are some other potential candidates, 

I scarcely in the running as yet, who are 
I not in need of any particular campaign 
! fund and who need not be considered 
now. 

But, you say, one lias been overlooked? 
Oh, Champ Clark? Well, it seems just 
now that Champ Clark is very much in 
the limelight. But tlie movement for 
Champ Clark is more of a spontaneous 
movement tliau any of the otliers men- 
tioned. In tlie first place he lias never 
had a regular campaign fund, and until 
former Senator Dubois, of Idaho, too* 5 
hold, he did not have auy regular cam- 
|>aign manager. He occupied a peculiarly 
rdvantageous position because of the 
prominence lie ha-.l attained as the leader 
in the House of his party. The advertis- 
ing lie lias hail as such lias been of ines- 
timable advantage and out weighs by far 
any quantity of money that could be 
thrown into the flight of any other candi- 
date who was less liked by the public. 
Champ Clark anuouuced early in the tight 
that lie would have none of tlie trust’s 
money, nor tainted money of any kind, 
and it has been the wonder of the other 
political camps how he has been able to 
carry on his tight without money. 

But this is not intended to be any eulogy 
of Clark. At the same time it may be 
well to keep your eye on the man from 
Missouri. 

While it looks as if the two leaders had 
distanced the competitors in the race for 
Hie nomination, one in each party, it should 
be remembered that there is time for 
many changes. 

The Taft people are very confident, 
but Roosevelt managers announce that 
they will make a contest for delegates all 
along the line and it will be no walk-over, 
from present indications.

Dr. Sun Yat Sen has formally turned 
over the reins of government to his suc- 
cessor. The foreign powers are prepar- 
ing to loan China all the money it needs 
to reorganize the government and put 
things on a practical basis. Some disor- 
der stilLexists, but there is every indica- 
cation that the government wili be able to 
suppress the bandits and outlaws, and pre- 
serve peace, while effecting the great 
changes contemplated in political, com- 
mercial and sociological conditions in 
their republic. 

With tbe development of tbe vast and 
but partly understood resourses of China, 
there will be need for many millions of 
dollars of foreign capital to build rail- 
ways, establish steamship lines, install 
telegraph and telephone systems, open 
and develop mines, and to do all the things 
which should be done to bring to light 
the resourses and the wealth of a great 
country. The course already pursued by 
the enlightened men who have control of 
China's destinies indicate that foreign 
capital will be fully protected and that 
there is a field in China for exploration 
which can not prove other than very 
tempting and remunerative.

More Premium Money for Agricultural 
Societies. 

The following chapter of the Acts of 
1912, providing for the payment by the 
Commonwealth of additional bounty to 
the incorporated agricultural societies, is 
of interest to local agriculturalists and 
others interested in agricultural and in- 
dustrial w ork : 

Chapter 200. 

(An act to provide for the encourage- 
ment of agriculture by the granting of 
bounties to agricultural societies.) 

Bt it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Every incorporated agricultural society 
which is entitled to receive a bounty un- 
der section 1 of chapter J24 of the Re- 
vised Laws, as amended by chapter 133 of 
tbe acts of the year 1909, shall be entitled 
to receive annually in October from the 
Commonwealth, in addition to the snm 
which it is entitled to receive under the 
said section, four hundred dollars for tbe 
follow ing purposes : two hundred dollars 
to be distributed in premiums to children 
and youths nnder eighteen years of age 
for animals, farm crops, fruits ard vegeta- 
bles grown by the exhibitor and for ex- 
cellence in stock jndging; and two hun- 
dred dollars foe general premiums; but 
no society shall receive a larger sum in 
addition to the bounty to which it is en- 
titled nnder the said section than it shall 
have expended in the year laat preceding 
!n premiums, in excess of the sum to 
which It is entitled under the said section ; 
nor in the case of the snm set apart In 
this act for premiams to children nnd 
youths a larger snm than it shall have ex- 
pended for such premiums.

Soldier at Sedan. 

We could see the lines and lines of 
helmets. A bad sight to see those 
helmet spikes. 

And 1 cannot remember when it was 
that there crept through our ranks 
the feeling that those helmets were 
not only in front of us, but In every 
direction round about, and that we 
were surrounded. I suppose it came 
from the sound of firing coming from 
so many directions. 

It is at such a time that one feels of 
a helplessness. And the noise — did 1 
tell you of the noise? There were sin- 
gle booms and crashes of volley firing, 
and then there wouid be just one great 
roaring, one great thundering, that 
deafened you and in which you could 
not tell one sound from another. 

There was smoke, smoke, every- 
where. and the ground would tremble 
when the cavalry made charge. 

1 would tell you all that 1 remem- 
ber of most interest. But is It Inter- 
esting to tell you that shells burst and 
that our ranks thinned and closed up 
and that 1 felt more and more that 
we were to be beaten? 

I wouid have wept but I had too 
much to do in firing and in watching 
the lines of helmets. 

It is that a soldier gets full of an 
excitedness. You do things and you 
scarcely know that you do them or 
why. 

It was early that day that my com- 
rade was killed. And be jumped up 
twice— so. so! And he fell flat on hia 
face. I turned him over, and my cap- 
tain said: “No time for that. You are 
a young soldier or you would know 
there is no time for that."— Robert 
Shacklcton In Harper’s Weekly.

Sec. 12S. The owner or keeper of a dog which 
is three months old or over, shall annually, on or 
before the thirty-first day of March, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed for 
one year from the first day of April following, in 
the tffice of the clerk of the city or town in which 
said dog is kept. The owner or keeper of a licensed 
dog shall cause it to wear around its neck a collar 
distinctly marked with its owner’s name and its 
registered number. 

Sec. 129. The owner or keeper of a dog may at 
any time have it licensed until the first day of April 
following ; and a person who becomes the owner or 
keeper of a dog after the first day of April, which 
is not duly licensed, and the owner or keeper of a 
dog not duly licensed which becomes three months 
old after the thirty-first day of March in any year 
shall, when it is three monehs old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described, licensed and collared 
as provided in the preceding section. 

Sec. 130. The fee for every license shall be two 
dollars for a male dog and five dollars for a female 
dog, unless a certificate of a registered veterinarian 
who performed the oprration has been filed wi;h the 
city or town clerk that said female dog had been 
sprayed and has thereby been deprived of the power 
of propagation, in which case the fee shall be two 
dollars. 

Sec. 131. The owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
breeding purposes, may annually receive a license 
authorizing him to keep such dogs upon the premises 
described in the license. If the number ot dogs so 
kept does not exceed five, the fee for such license 
shall be twenty-five dollars, and if the number of 
dogs exceeds five, the fee shall be fifty dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for the dogs of such owner 
or keeper which aie under the age of six months. 

Sec. 137. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the 
provisions of this chapter shall, except as provided 
in Section one hundred and thirty-nine, forfeit not 
more than fifteen dollars, which shall be paid to the 
treasurer of the county in which the dog is kept, 
but in the county of Suffolk, said sum shall be paid 
to the treasurer of the city or town in which said 
dsg is kept. 

C^-No person shall keep or have in his care 
or possession any bloodhound, excepting an English 
bloodhound of pure blood whose pedigree is re- 
corded or would be entitled to record in the English 
bloodhound herd book, or any dog classed by dog 
fanciers cr breeders as Cuban bloodhonnd or 
Siberian bloodhound, whether such dog is in whole 
or in part of such species, unless such dog is kept 
solely for exhibition. In such case he shall at all 
times be kept securely enclosed or chained, and 
shall not be allowed at large even though in charge 
of a keeper, unless properly and securely muzzled. 
— Chap. 105, Sec. 1, Acts of 1904. 

Sec. 139. Whoever keeps a dog described in 
the preceding section in violation of the provisions 
thereof shall forfeit fifty dollars. Ten dollars of 
which shall be piid to the complainant and forty 
dollars to the treasurer of the county in which laid 
dog is kept, but in the county of Suffolk, the forty 
dollars shall be paid to the treasurer of the city or 
town in which said dog is kept.

Calves should not be turned out to pas- 
ture unless they have had a little green 
feed before, as it is liable to cause scours. 
Give all the fresh, clean water the calf 
w ill drink. 

Neglected fruit trees are not only an 
eyesore, but soou become so pest infested 
as to make them a menace to fruit grow- 
ing in the whole neighborhood. Better 
none a*, all than tiie neglected kind. 

Test the spray hose several days before 
needed for spraying. Try it with the 
highest pressure you will use. If it 
bursts ea-ily or leaks, make the needed 
repairs in it, or get a new hose. It wil 
save delays at a critical time. 

The breeding pen should be yarded sep- 
arate from the whole flock, selecling for 
this pen only the very best egg producers, 
and this should be done each ( year. One 
male with 10 or 12 females will give best 
resulis and eggs will be of stronger v:ta!- 
Itv for incubating purposes.

It is sometimes said that early breeding 
stunts or dwarfs a heifer, but many heif- 
ers drop their first calves at from eighteen 
to twenty months of age, and afterward 
they developed into cows which were 
large aud vigorous for their breed. 

The success with egg production must 
i begin with breeding. When yon have a 
lien that will lay a large number of eggs 
1 each month during the winter, breed 
from her. The trait of superior egg pro- 
duction is a habit that may be acquired 
and transmitted. A hen whose ancestors 
were poor layers cannot be expected tc 
be a good layer. 

The common garden pe‘a is without 
question one of the best of all early vegeta- 
bles an I few gardens are without it. 
However, as a rule, the average farm gar- 
! den does not contain enough of this popu- 
| lar vegetable for home needs. Green 
| shelled peas and tender new potatoes in 
June, fresh from the home garden, make 
! a dish “lit for a king.” 

With a cow til it persists in giving 
! milk 12 months in the year, it is well to 
I decrcasohcr ration and" give her nothing 
j hut dry feed when she is nine and a half 
| months along in her period of lactation — 

| that is, if she has been bred to calve 12 
months from the beginning of her period 
j of lactation. As a rule, it is not dillicult 
to dry a cow oil' if proper attention is 

given at this period.

l’eas belong to the class of plants that 
derive their supply of nitrogen from the 
air, lienee they do not require soil rich in 
nitrogen or that which has been heavily 
manured. They even do well on rather 
poor soil. With an excess of fertilizers 
in the soil, they run to vine rather than to 
pods. The kind having smooth seed 
should he planted as soon as the frost is 
out of the ground in the spring. If an 
early crop is wanted, it is not necessary 
to wait for the ground to completely dry 
out, since the cold and dampness will do 
no injury to either the seed or the young 
plants, and the early crop is usually a 
good crop. 

On some small farms worked intensively 
it may not be good practice to devote a 
large share of the place to pasture. But 
on large farms where some of the land is 
broken, rough or hilly, and especially if 
portions of it be rocky, no better use can 
be made of the land than to prepare aud 
seed it for permanent pasture. This is 
notably true of rough or hilly land in 
brush or timber. When it is cleared and 
cultivated the cultivation is difticnlt and 
the top rich soil is soon lost by erosion, 
except w ith the greatest care in handling. 
Also, hilly land is cultivated at greater ex- 
pense than more level land, while when 
such land is in good pasture, the animals

harvest the crop with ease, thriving even 
better than on level land. 


Tiie plum curculio alfects the grape, 
though not seriously. Grape vines do not 
bloom in time for the llrst stage of plum 
curculio to bother them, and the grapes 
like Concord are generally gone before 
the curculio comes out in the fall; how- 
ever, late grapes are likely to be badly 
stung by curculio. It is dillicult to spray 
for curculio, however, and probably the 
best remedy, except w here we want the 
grapes for home use, is to sack the 
hunches. That is, take a 2-pound paper 
bag, slip it over the hunch, punch a hole 
in the bottom to let the water oiit, and 
fasten the top of the sack over the 
shoulder of the bunch so as to hold it. 
This will keep them very nicely, and it 
not only prevents injury from curculio and 
birds, but also prevents the rot to some- 
extent and gives us very line Lunches of 
grapes.— Missouri Experimental Station. 


THE HUMAN FOOT. 

It Is Said to Be Changing and In Tims 
May Become Toeless. 

A London physician. Dr. It. Clement 
Lucas, says that if man keeps on wear- 
ing shoes and living under the present 
conditions ho may eventually develop 
into a one toed animal, or, more prop- 
erly speaking, a toeless one. 

A number of years ago Dr. Lucas 
pointed out that tho gradual disappear- 
ance of the little toe was gettingahead 
of the textbook, for while it had al- 
ready lost one of its extensor tendons 
in quite an appreciable percentage of 
cases, one of its flexor tendons was 
absent also. On the other hand, the 
great toe had undergone extraordi- 
nary developments because the inner 
side of the foot was the first to catch 
the center of gravity in transferring 
tho weight of the body from one foot 
to the other in walking. 

The horse, which was one® a five 
toed animal, now moves about solely 
on the nail of its big toe or consolidat- 
ed toes. There is no doubt that man's 
internal organism has been much mod- 
ified since he left off living with na- 
ture and began living on it. Intestines 
have changed noticeably. The foot it- 
self has also changed. It is more com- 
pactly built now, for the toes of the 
savage races are widely separated and 
stuck out on different angles, the big 
toe especially being thrown far out 
and resembling the great toes of a 
baboon.— Exchange. 

CULTIVATE SIDE VISION. 

It Will Enable You to See In Several 
Directions at Once. 

One of the most useful gifts one can 
have is a good side vision. I5y side 
vision is meant literally ability to 
see in several directions at once and 
to know what is going on in other di- 
rections besides that upon which the 
gaze may be fixed at the moment. 

Just try the next time you are read- 
ing your paper in the train, for in- 
stance, and you will understand clear- 
ly what is meant. 

You can with little effort and while 
still reading follow the movements of 
those sitting opposite you and even 
those at your side. 

With ti little practice the range of 
your side vision can be extended 1 - 
hind you in each direction to an angle 
of forty-five degrees, and you can see 
clearly every movement that takes 
place on both sides simultaneously. 

Now, just think what this means. 
The man in possession of a good side 
vision is not an easy one to take by 
surprise.

Shoe Industry. 


That there is financial value in a pleas- 
j ant day was demonstrated in the riiai! 
[slios trade last Saturday. It was the day 
before Easter Sunday, it is true, the last 
opportunity for buying new shoes for the 
opening of the spring year, but the fact 
that it was an agreeable day'll tempera- 
ture, with favorable conditions overhead 
and under foot made it the biggest sale 
day Boston retailers ever experienced. 
Customers had delayed buying shoes on 
account of had weather conditions, which 
had obtained so steadily for several weeks, 
so when the break came they were ready 
and anxious to buy. 

Saturday as a selling day was interest- 
ing to the trade, aside from the movement 
of goods, in the fact that the sole of 
women's boots was anlicipted. It had 
been expected that the movement of boots 
would be marked daring the early days of 
the season, and so it was. Now the deal- 
ers are satisfied because they not only 
have disposed of seasonable goods in sea- 
son, but by so doing have insured a mar- 
ket later m the spring for the low-cuts. 
The hoots will he more comfortable for 
several weeks, but when the warm days 
come they will be equally uncomfortadle; 
so the season promises sales of two pairs 
of shoes, w here under certaiu conditions 
but one would have been secured. 

Another interesting feature was the 
large demand for tans, which were estima- 
ted to have constituted 50 per cent of the 
sales. Blacks were represented by 40 per 
cent of the sales, and the remaining 10 per 
cent consisted of the white goods. While 
the latter figure is small in the aggregate, 
tiie business done was encouraging, for in 
New England tiie white boot or shoe has 
usually not been toll rated before midsum- 
mer, so such a sale in this early peroid of 
the season promises well for business in 
warmer days. 

With the number of kinds of shoes now 
available for wear on special occasions 
and at certain times, a “bill of dress" is 
almost necessary to properly inform the 
wearer so that no incongruities may occur. 
This is the more imperative since hosiery 
has been provided to harmonize with 
shoes. The wide popularity of tan shoes 
produced brown stockings in similar 
shades, but ill spile of that the anomaly of 
brown shoes and black hosiery, or vice 
versa is very common. Shoe dealers are 
carrying hosiery of proper colors and 
shades and are indicating that the proper 
combinations are white shoes and stock- 
ings, patent leather and black hosiery, and 
the proper shade of brown with tan shoes. 
In the New York shoes stores light shades 
of tan are taking the lead, though all 
shades are selling. 

Evidences continue to accumulate that 
the tan shoe will he obliged to divide the 
field with the black shoe, giving the black 
the larger portion. The fact that tiie sale 
of tan goods has been so large and so 
long continued is considered a good reason 
for beginning to put blacks forward be- 
fore the desire for tans becomes so satis- 
fied as to make it practically impossible to 
revive tans later. Therefore patent 
leathers are beginning to be seen again, 
and extra pains are being given to their 
construction t hat they may be desirable 
because of intrinsic merit. 

Fall shoes show that broader soles and 
lower heels will obtain to a larger extent 
than formerly, in both men's and wc men’s 
wear. Some of tiie men,s styles show 
the “flange” heel which is an extension of 
the bottom beyond the area of the top of 
the heel. This is a development which has 
been challenged as clumsy and unneces- 
sary. 

In woman’s boots a pattern is presented 
which is an all-round modification of past 
styles. Tiie top is lower, the heel is lower 
and the toe recedes till the boot is quite 
a nsrraal article.

New Municipal Building Will Tower 
560 Fcot In the Air. 

Of all the big structures in the city 
the new municipal building has the 
largest steel frame, the height of 
which is forty stories, including the 
tower, which begins at the twenty- 
sixth story. There were used for it 
2G,000 tons of steel, several girders 
weighing fifty tons each, anil some 
floor beams were required of such a 
Size that many weigh ten tons each. 

The building is 500 feet high and 
will be the fourth tallest building in 
the world when the Wool wort li build- 
ing, the highest, is completed. It re- 
quired 700,000 cubic feet of granite to 
Incnno tlio steel frame, some of the 
base stones weighing as much as six- 
ty tons each, and more than 1,000,000 
square feet of tile and floor were used. 

There Is about an acre of usable 
space on every floor, except those in 
the tower section, which will be used 
by more than G,000 employees of va- 
rious departments of the city govern- 
ment that will be accommodated in 
the new building. The basement will 
have about two acres of space, which 
is to lie wholly utilized for a subway 
station. ’Inis is probably the only 
building In the world that has its 
basement above ground, as ' the pro- 
visions for the subway necessitated 
the using of the fourth floor of the 
building as the basement for machin- 
ery for elevators and the operating 
plant. The building will have thirty- 
two elevators and four stairways. 

The structure, including the land it 
covers, will cost between $12,000,000 
and $15,000,000, but despite this enor- 
mous expenditure for one building it 
will prove a most profitable invest- 
ment, as is indicated in a recent re- 
port of Comptroller Frendergast that 
the city spends about $1,000,000 a year 
in rent. The bulk of the expenditure 
will cease when the municipal build- 
ing is completed.— New York Post.

A STRANGE LEGEND, 


Origin of a Curious Custom Observed 
by Bulgarian Builders. 

Nine master masons who were en- 
gaged in building a citadel in tbe time 
of the Yoivoiil Neagoe found cn re- 
turning to their work each morning 
that the portion of the wall which they 
had completed the day before had fall- 
en to pieces during the night and was 
lying iu a heap of ruins In the ditch. 
Manol of Curten. the head mason, in- 
formed his comrades one morning that 
a voice from heaven had warned him 
in his sleep the night before that their 
labors would continue to come to 
naught unless they all swore on that 
very morning to immure In the struc- 
ture the first woman, be it wife, moth- 
er, daughter or sister, who should ar- 
rive with the morning meal of one or 
either of them. They all took the oath, 
and the last man had hardly been 
sworn when Manors own wife appear- 
ed. carrying her husband's breakfast. 
The oath was kept, and the woman, 
known In the legend as “Flora of the 
Fields.” was murdered and her blood 
and flesh incorporated with the wall of 
masonry. 

A curious practice of the Bulgarian 
masons (the above scene is laid in Bul- 
garia!, which survives to this day, tes- 
tifies to the vitality of the legend. To 
insure the solidity of the house they 
build they measure with a reed the 
shadow of the first person who passes 
after the digging of the foundation 
has been completed. When the foun- 
dation Is commenced this reed Is burled 
under the first rock, usually the corner- 
stone.

Sec. 12S. The owner or keeper of a dog which 
is three months old or over, shall annually, on or 
before tlie thirty-first day of March, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed for 
one year from the first day of April following, in 
the office of the clerk of the city or town in which 
said dog is kept. The owner or keeper of a licensed 
dog shall cause it to wear around its neck a collar 
distinctly marked with its owner’s name and its 
registered number. 

Sec. 129. The owner or keeper of a dog may at 
any time have it licensed until the first day of April 
following ; and a person who becomes the owner or 
keeper of a dog after the first day of April, which 
is not duly licensed, and the owner or keeper of a 
dog not duly licensed which becomes three months 
old after the thirty-first day of March in any year 
shall, when it is three monehs old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described, licensed and collar^ 
as provided in the preceding section. 

Sec. 130. Tile fee for every license shall be two 
dollars for a male dog and five dollars for a female 
dog, unless a certificate of a registered veterinarian 
who performed the operation lias been filed with the 
city or town clerk that said female dog had been 
sprayed and has thereby been deprived of the power 
of propagation, in which case the fee shall be two 
dollars. 

Sec. 131. The owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
"breeding purposes, may annually receive a license 
authorizing him to keep such dogs upon the premises 
described in the license, if the number ot dogs so 
kept does not exceed five, the fee for such license 
shall be twenty-five dollars, and if the number of 
dogs exceeds five, the fee shall be fifty dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for the dogs of such owner 
or keeper which ate under the age of six months. 

Sec. 137. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the 
provisions of this chapter shall, except as provided 
in Section one hundred and thirty-nine, forfeit not 
more than fifteen dollars, which shall be paid to the 
treasurer of the county in which the dog is kept, 
but in the county of Suffolk, said sum shall be paid 
to the treasurer of the city or town in which said 
dog is kept.

What part fabric topped hoots will play 
next season is not yet decided That all- 
leather goods will he higher is certain. 
That fabric goods are expensive has been 
the experience of the trade, a thoroughly 
reliable cloth top being almost, if not 
quite, as expensive to make ns leather. 
But some manufacturers are trying to 
push fabric hoots to the extent of reliev- 
ing tiie demaud for leather. A variety of 
fabrics are now in use, such as tweeds, 
whipcords, diagonal worsted, eic. For 
more elaborate shoes, velvets and satins 
are in demand 

No style of footwear is more dependent 
on nature in tier happiest mood than white 
boots and shoes. Adapted especially to 
summer, to clean w alks and green lawns. 
They do not fit the muddy street of New 
Knglaml in April. Sensible minds revolt 
at the c iinbiiiatiou, and. in spite of the 
desire to wear them which seeks any ex- 
cuse for so doing, the eternal fitness of 
things prevents their use in New England 
until the season lias gaiued some spring 
qualities. In other localities where na- 
ture lias been more genial white boots are 
seen iu large numbers, so shoe fashions 
are very much a local issue. 

Manufacturers in different parts of the 
country report a fair demand for white 
goods, and while tiie fashion of short 
skirts makes high boots seemly, a limited 
demand for high white hoots in this lati- 
tude is possible. The low-cuts and pumps 
may be seasonable as soon as conditions 
are entirely favorable to high-topped 
white hoots. 

Another influence of the short skirt on 
shoe fashions is the limitation of the low- 
cut slioe season. The high-top hoot of 
any material is desirable until climatic 
conditions are absolutely favorable for 
the low cut. Formerly low-cot shoes 
were available at Easter, but now July is 
about as early as many wearers care to 
have them. 

This fact lias developed a new situation 
iu the shoe trade which manufacturers 
and distributors have not failed to recog- 
nize, and the season for low shoes is now 
considered limited by July 1 and I.ahor 
Day. The quality of the goods for the 
season from Labor Day to July 1, must he 
superior, gra le for grade, of those to he 
worn in the briefer period, and the goods 
for the next season w ill be kept at the 
high grade if possible. That prices will 
he higher is evident us the leather market 
advancing. — Boston Transcript.
